Acting City Administrator Sean Joyce an¬ 
nounced Tuesday evening at the City Council 
meeting the appointment of Joseph R. Surgent, 
51, as chief of police of Sierra Madre, effective 
Mar. 14. The appointment fills the vacancy crea¬ 
ted in August, 1993, when Chief I. E. (Bill) Betts 
retired after serving 17 years as chief of police in 
Sierra Madre, 33 years in the department. 

Surgent is a graduate of Rutgers University 
with a degree in industrial engineering. He re¬ 
ceived his Masters degree from California State 
University, Los Angeles, in public administra¬ 
tion. 

The new chief has been a member of the Los 
Angeles County Sheriffs Department since 1974 
and currently commands the child abuse unit. He 
fills the top leadership post with a detail of five 
sergeants and 36 investigators. 

He recently retired from the Army Reserve 
with the rank of colonel. His last assignment was 
as chief of staff, operations, for the 63rd Army 
Reserve Command. Active duty assignments 
included tours in Vietnam and Kwajallen Atoll. 

Joyce said, "Mr. Surgent brings to Sierra 
Madre a long and distinguished career as a pro¬ 
fessional and progressive law enforcement offi¬ 
cer.

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Dreier endorses Wilson’s 
call to permit IRA withdrawals 
for earthquake losses

We applaud Congressman David 
Dreier’s work with Gov. Pete Wilson to 
bring some changes to the Federal tax 
code to assist the victims of the Jan. 17 
Northridge earthquake. 

Wilson has called for Federal legisla¬ 
tion to permit individuals to make penalty- 
free withdrawals from individual retire¬ 
ment accounts (IRAs) if the funds are 
used to repair or replace property lost as 
a result of the earthquake. Dreier plans to 
introduce the implementing of the legisla¬ 
tion when the U.S. House of Representa¬ 
tives returns from its President’s Day 
recess. 

About 21,000 homes and apartments 
were destroyed by the ’quake and another 
55,000 residential structures suffered 
significant damage. 

"It would be cruel to compound the 
financial suffering of earthquake victims 
by penalizing them for drawing on their 
savings in this time of need," Dreier said. 

Under the legislation Dreier is draft¬ 
ing, individuals who withdraw funds from 
an IRA to pay for the repair or replace¬ 
ment of property damaged by a federally 
declared natural disaster will not face a 10 
percent additional tax on early distribu¬ 
tions. The withdrawals would still be 
subject to federal taxes as ordinary in¬ 
come, however. 

To qualify for the exemption, the 
withdrawal would have to be made within 
one calendar year of the Federal disaster 
declaration. Penalty-free withdrawals 
would be permitted only up to the amount 
of the appraised value of casualty losses 
from the disaster. A timely insurance 
claim would have to be filed for damage 
covered by insurance and the minimum 
amount of penalty-free IRA withdrawal 
would be reduced by the amount of insur¬ 
ance reimbursement. 

"The Northridge Earthquake was one 
of the worst natural disasters in our na¬ 
tion’s history," Dreier noted. "The best 
thing we can do is to help disaster victims 
help themselves...! plan to work with 
Gov. Wilson to see that they (the propos¬ 
als) are enacted."

As a recently elected member of the 
Pasadena City College Board of Trustees, 
Beth Miller went to Sacramento earlier this 
month for a meeting of the Community Col¬ 
lege League of California. Legislators pointed 
out budget problems facing the state and the 
need for community colleges to seek private 
funding. 


Dennis Lojeski had an opportunity to tell 
about his trip last summer to China when he 
was invited to be the guest speaker at a meet¬ 
ing of the Kiwanis Club of Arcadia.
